At 12:00 noon this date we interviewed the SUBJECT who has been an employee of 
the Texas Schoolbook Depository for six nonths and works in the book keeping 
■ departnient for Joe .rollna. 


The EUCJIXT atatos she does not know, Leo Harvey Osvfald, and has never seen 
him. She stated that when she saw Oswald on TV, and pictures of him in the 
paper she did not recognize him as an employee of the building where she works 

Burins the interview we asked her if she had aiiy suspicions of any of the 
eiaployees she vrorked with. She stated, "no". After a few laoQents she stated, 
" it may sound silly aiid I shouldn't say anythiiis at all, but jny boss, Joo 
, Itolina, has had a nuKier of strange telephone conversations. I never have ■ ■ 
listened to tlie conversations, but reccntlj'' I heard him say something about 
he was going to help ooEieone ' do it '. 1 shouldn't suspicion Joe because 
he is a very religious Kan and a very fine man." 

Ifovenber 22, 1963, at 12:00 noon, Joo itolina ate lunch iri.th the SUflJi'CT and 
two other orcployoos of their department. This was an unusual occurrence. . lie :, 
usually ate lunch by himself after 12:30 P.!'.. or 1:00 P.H. After lunch on 
the 22nd Molina v(ont out side and stood on the steps to the entrance of the 
buildins with a li-. V.ailiams,fnu, of the department. After the shooting Joe 
Ifolina was not seon again by the SUflJ7:CT., She stated that He. '.iilliaias and 
liilina are very close friends. 

We asked the SUBJiXT if soaeono tried to recruit her for socie orsanlzatlon, 
what vrould she do, She stated, "I definitely vrould not join". We then asked 
hor, if the Police asked her to go along what would she do. She stated, "I 
would do anyti-dng I could do to help". 

The SUBJIOT stated the only employee that -she knew of vAio did'not watch the 
parade was a Krs, IIines,fnu. tes Ilineo volunteered to answer the telephone 
and was the only employee known to the SUBJECT to be in the building at the 
time of the shooting. . . ' ■
